Alcohol Deaths Increasing. 

“Moonshine poisoning is more 
prevalent than alcoholism was in Dre- 
prohibition, times,” Commissioner But- 
desen says. He exhibits’ figures to 
show it is_rapidly increasing. More 
alcoholics are in Cook county hospital 
than ever in its past history. In nine 
years up to 1923 there were 1,633 
deaths in Chicago directly chargeable 
to hootch. Of this nine years’ death 
toll one-fourth is chalked up to the 
year 1924 alone. ' 

The commissioner says the city js 
swamped with bootleg hootch, and he 
links it up with crime. 

“ Since moonshine causes mental un- 
balance,” he says, “one can readliy 
see how it leads to crimes of the most 
atrocious Variety. The suppression <«f 
the moonshine evil will also reduce 
crime.”

Resolutions were adopted yesterday 
by the Policemen’s Benevolent associa- 
tion deploring the recent accusation 
that “the morale of the police depart- 
ment is broken down,” and pledging 
their best efforts to Chief Collins, 
Mayor Dever, and the public. 

They took a slap at the crime com- 
mission of Chicago, the president of 
which said the police now lack morale. 
They took exception to newspaper 
statements that crime is rampant. 
Meanwhile there were two outstanding 
crimes during the day: the attempted 
attack of two women in their home 
and the one man holdup of the Sov- 
ereign hotel, where two employés and 
three guests were robbed and locked 
in a vault. 


Text of Resolution. 


The action was taken by the police 
men at the annual meeting in the 
Capitol building. Their resolution of 
protest was as follows: 

“ Whereas, The public mind is being 
inflamed with publication in the daily 
press and by the reports circulated 
by self-constituted commissions that 
crime is rampant and that the morale 
of the police department of Chicago 
has been destroyed; and 

“ Whereas, We, the members of the 
Policemen’s Benevolent association of 
Chicago, comprising commanding and 
subordinate officers in daily contact 
with police duty and with crime con- 
ditions in Chicago, are in a better po- 
sition to know the actual conditions 
as they are today in our city; there 
fore be it 

“Resolved, That the Policemen’s 
Benevolent association of Chicago in 
annual convention assembled and rep- 
resenting the entire man power of the 
Chicago police department, deplore 
the exaggerated reports that have

been circulated regarding conditions in 
our city, and the alleged breakdown 
in the morale, efficiency, and devotion 
to duty of the members of the Chicago 
police force, and declare from our 
knowledge gained by daily contact 
with conditions that the crime situa- 
tion is not as bad as represented in 
published reports, and that the rank 
and file of the department from the 
superintendent of police down to the 
newest member of the department are 
doing their utmost to suppress crime, 
prosecute offenders and make our city 


a safe and comfortable place of reéi-

Per Capita Soot Damage 
Is Set at $12. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 


To get down to cases, Chicago’s dam- 
age by the smoke nuisance costs each 
year an average of about $12 for every 
man, woman, and chi'd im the city. 
The injury wroght by the soot and 
grinie average in excess of $50 per 
family. This is the sheer physical dam- 
age to property of all kinds from col- 
lars and cuffs to lace curtains and 
rugs. It does not embrace the loss 
due to impaired health, caused by 
atmospheric pollution and reduction 
of sunlight. Nor does it include the 
icss due to fuel waste. 

Thus a dollar 4 week is the averac: 
tax on the Chicago family to repair 
the mere wear and tear on propert 
caused by smoking chimneys. It indi- 
cates the stake which the ordinary 
citizen has in the annual bill 
smoke damages. This was estimated 
-at $17,600,000 in 1911 and at $35,000,000 
for 1924. It has doubled in that period,

This would make a total 
economic loss of $42,500,000, the recent 
estimate of Oscar Hewitt. 

To get. a better idea of what that 
$42,500,000 economic loss due to smoke 
ruisance means, a few comparisons are 
enlightening. 

For many years the city has been 
talking of a subway and several mil- 
lion words nave been uttered on the 
use of the traction fund.

Throw Away Huge Sam. 

Each year Chicago throws away for 
smoke damage almost as much money 
as it cost to build the world’s fair and 
the sanitary canal. 

Chicago’s corporate budget for 1925 
as approved by the city council finance 
committee a few days ago, is $45,.6006- 
,000. Smoke loss last year ran $42,500,- 
000. Dense smoking chimneys cost 
Chicago almost as much as it does to 
run the city government. 

This tremendous waste, bf course, 
doés not appear in the tax bill But 
almost everybody pays his share, indi- 
rectly, whether in bigger laundry bills 
or in cleaning the wall paper and rugs.

They now constitute the worst group 
of offenders. 

The smoke authorities declare that 
as conditions stand, on a thick day in 
loop, when low hanging clouds 
press the smoke and gases down, 
more of the murk comes from the out-

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FLYERS EXPLAIN 
BRITISH AIR RULE 
IN MESOPOTAMIA 


Country Pacified by. Use 


of Planes.

“There was a thrill in the mere 
thought of arriving at Bagdad. And as 
we descended from the sky and tax- 
fed acrcse the largest British aero- 
drome in the world, which seemed to 
extend to the horizon, we wondered 
what the ancient story tellers with 
their tales of the magic flying carpet 
would have thought if they could have 
watched us land,” said Commander 
Lowell Smith. 

“The entire .British air force in 
Mesopotamia was out on the field to 
meet us. Since setting up Emir Feis- 
al as king of this most ancient of 
all the jzends over which we flew they 
have helped him niaintain stable gov- 
ernment by patrolliag the valleys of 
the Tigris and Euplhiates with squad- 
rons of airple nes. 

“In fact, this country, once the 
home of Adam and Eve and then of the 
Sumerians, the Chaldeans, the Assyr- 
ians, the Medes and Persians, and the 
caliphs cf the Arabian Nights, is now 
actually ruled from the air! 

“The Pritish have discovered, what 
all other nations will soon discover, 
mamely, that their air force is now 
their leust expensive and their most 
effective arm of defense and offense. 

Country Ruled from Air. 

“Just as the heroes of the Arabian 
Nights used to fly from place to place 
by mag‘. carpet, today when the news 
comes in that a tribe of Bedouins, or 
Kurds, cr Tyrkomen, have made a 
raid, King Feisal’s British air mar- 
shal sends out a squadron of planes. 
Some of these are small fighting planes 
armed with machine guns. Others 
are ehor'nous aerial cruisers carrying 
twenty-five fully equipped soldiers. 

“Within an hour or two these planes 
can sweup down over the ruins of 
ancient Nineveh, or Babylon, of Nip- 
pur, whire the nomad horsemen may 
have taken refuge rake them with 
machine gun fire or literally bomb 
them off the face of the earth.” 

There are a number of British 
squadrons stationed at Bagdad and a 
huge aviation repair depot. After 
fueling vp their cruisers the Amer- 
jean airmen were entertained at the 
R. A. F. mess. 

Party Was Promised 

The British had been rather hoping 
to have a “large” evening. They 
wanted to celebrate the arrival of the 
Yankee world fiyers in the Garden of 
Eden and were also anxious to show 
their guests that just as enjoyable a 
night could be spent in present day 

as in the days when all Bag- 
dad celebrated the return of Sindbad 


Mesopotamia, the supposed seat of 
the oldest civilizations known, inter- 
ested the flyers when they arrived at 
Bagdad. The British hold it by means 


Of airships, which can swoop down on 


any native war party for hundreds of 
miles about. The British are pleying 
the game of empire there, as it has 
been played for many thousands of 
years, by aligning themselves with 
one native faction against the others. 


} 
the Sailor from one of hts adventurous 
voyages. 

“But the boys were worn out from 
their long day’s flight from Persia, so 
the R. A. F. pilots took pity on them 
and allowed them to retire early in 
ordes that they might be ready to start 
across the Arabian desert the next 
morning 

Five of the flyers went to “bea at 
once. Al] but “ Houdini’ Ogden, who 
did his vsuai Gisappearing act. Not 
to be dzprived of his one and only 
opportunity of seeing the city of mys- 
tery and magic, like the Caliph in the 
Arabian Nights, “ Houdini” set out on 
a nighc trip, incognito, through the 
labyrinthine and tortuous lanes of 
modern Bagdad. - 

Still the Enchanted City. 


“The officers at the royal air force 
headquarters, who al] live a few miles 
south of the city, told us that the 
Bagdad of Ali Baba and the Forty 
Thieves, cf Aladdin and his enchanted 
palace, ond of Haroun-al-Raschid ana 
the fascinating Zobeidia, no longer 
existed. But I found that they were 
wrong,” declared Lieut. Ogden. “ Per- 
haps it was because I saw the city in 
the dim iight of tapers and flickering 
lights. Ai any rate, I found it wholly 


eastern, and it seemed just like turn- 
ing back the pages of time for a thou- 
sand years. 

“With the sole exception of the 
young flying officer from Yorkshire, 
who acted as my guide, or as my 
‘grand vizier’ if you wish, I saw no 


Europeans. And the picture of Bag- 
dad that will remain with me all my 
life is of a walled city with massive 
gates, of sleeping camels, narrow, sti- 
fling streets like tunnels that even 
shut out the brilliant stars of the des- 
ert that were the delight of Chaldean 
astronomers and hard bitten Bedouins 
of the desert-in their long robes and 
with their kuffiehs half drawn across 
their faces like holdup men. 

“Now and then the dull throb of 
tom-toms and the shrill skirl of Arab 
pipes would carry across high walls 
from the home of some modern Sinbad. 


“The present city was founded. he 
said, in the year 731 A. D., at the time 
whem the followers of Mohamed were 


spreading the empire of Islam 4&l] the 
Way across northern Africa to Spain, 
and across southern Asia as far as 
India and Malaya. Then fop six or 
seven centuries, under the caliphs who 
were the heads of the entire Moham- 
medan world, Bagdad became almost 
as flourishing and important a city 
as had been its richer predecessors, 
Nineveh and Babylon, thousands of 
years before. Then a tribe called the 
Ottoman Turks came down from the 
north, and conquered the near east and 
middle east™ After that Constantinople 
took the place of Bagdad as the great- 
est city in all Islam. 

“ But for five centuries the Arabs of 
the Tigris and Euphrates vallefs, and 
the few well educated descendants of 
the ancient Sumerians, Chaldeans, 
Babylonians, Medes and Persians, 
dreamed of the time when they could 
throw off the Turks and restore Bag- 
dad to her ancient splendor. 

A Cause of World War. 

“Shortly before the world war the 
Germans succeeded in getting permis- 
sion from the Turks to build a railway | 
all the way across Europe and Asia to 
the Persian gulf. This was the famous 
Berlin-to-Bagdad railway which we 
were to fly over on the morrow. The 
purpose of it was to open up the riches 
of the east to the Germans. The Brit- 
ish regarded it as a threat directed to- 
ward their power in India So, of 
course, it was. And it was this ambi- 
tious imperial scheme of the kaiser’s 
that probably had more than anything 
else to do with bringing on the world 
war. 

“With the outbreak of the war, 
Mesopotamia at once became a battle- 
field just as in the days of the wars 
between the Assyrians and the Medes 


and Persians. At first the British suf- 


fered serious reverses. Gen. Town- 


send’s army was cut off and forced to 


surrender just south of Bagdad at 
Kut-el-Amara. 

“ Then the British under Gen. Maude 
finally drove the Tfrks farther and 


gfarther up the valley, and after Allen- 


by’s capture of Jerusalem and his final 
smashing victory when be  over- 
whelmed the Ottoman and German 
forces in the most spectacular cavalry 
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the whole of Mesopotamia fel] into 


British hands. 
Emir Feisal Imported. 

“Since then she has ruled it under 
a mandate from the league of nations. 
But in order to try and satisfy the 
native inhabitants the British decided 


to place a Mohammedan prince on the } 


throne in Bagdad. The prince chosen 
was brought all the way across from 
Mecca, which is on the opposite side 
of Arabia. He was Emir Feisal, the 
brilliant son of Hussein Ibn Ali, the 
Grand Shereef of Mecca, and the old- 


est living descendant of the Prophet 
Mohammed. | 


“Emir Feisal, assisted by a young | 


British archeologist named Thomas; 
Edward Lawrence, built up an army 
of wild Bedouins in the desert, drove 
the Turks from nearly .all of western 
Arabia, kept a large part of the Turk- 
ish army engaged so that they could 
not be used against the allies else: 
where, and finally helped Allenby cap 
ture Damascus and complete the over- 
throw of the Turks. 

“It was nearly midnight when we | 
left Bagdad with its weird sounds, its | 
pungent oriental smells, its tiled door- | 
ways, and its minarets. When ‘we 
returned to the bungalows of the Roy- | 
al Flying Corps, I threw myself down 
and slept in my clothes until seven the | 
next morning. 

Arabian Nighté Dreams, 

“But I was too tired to sleep 
soundly and all night long was trou- 
bled with weird dreams of caliphs 
in disguise, of hunchback barbers, 
harem ladies, eunuchs, and airplanes 
all jumbled together. The past and 
present, the stories and people of the 
Arabian Nights and myself and com- 
panions were all tangled up. In my 
dreams it seemed that ‘ Smitty ’ — 
the Caliph of Bagdad and ‘Les’ A 
nold was his grand vizier. Erik een: 
none other than Sindbad the sailor, 


while ‘Leigh was Aladdin. Poor Jack 
and I were eunuchs in the palace of 
the lovely lady Zobeida. So it was 
quite a shock when one of the boys 
hit me with his boot and shouted that 
it was time to get up and start for 
Aleppo.” .

A POSSIBLE OUTCOME OF 


THE DRAINAGE PERIL. 


The widespread conspiracy which is striking at 
the very life of the citizens of Chicago may have 
an effect least dreamed of by the conspirators. It 
may give to Chicago what it has never had—polit- 
ical unity. 

Never in congress or the state legislature has the 
Chicago delegation thought as a unit or voted as 
a unit. Politically Chicago has been Republican, 
Democratic, Progressive, Socialist, wet, dry, Amer- 
jean, Irish, German, Polish, high tariff, low tariff, 
or free trade. . There has been no line of cleavage 
which has not split the Chicago representatipns, 

There is no case on record where the Chicago 
delegation even united to get anything for Chicago 
or to prevent anything being taken from Chicago. 
Neither state flor nation has ever done anything 
for Chicago. Everything Chicago has is due to 
its geographical location and the activity of its 
citizens. 

Now political unity is compelled; without it the 
city will be decimated with pestilence. 

Chicago delegations in congress, as in the legis- 
lature, will have to learn to vote as a unit not only 
upon meesures affecting the city in its desperate 
plight but to make reprisal against those delega- 
tions and representatives who are working to de- 
stroy it and to avenge the city’s wrongs on the 
communities which are striking at its lifeblood. 

When political unity has once been achieved it 
may last a long time.

RIGHT OF REVIZW FOR ALL. 


If the application of the criminal law were not 
so woefully weak, tardy and uncertain, we should 
* giakeshe following remarks with more enthusiasm. 
But though the advantage is now far too favorable 
._* to the evil doer, even to the worst criminal, and 
though what is most needed is the strengthening 
and tightening of the meshes of justice, there | 
ome respect in which administration should be 
amended on behalf of certain defendants. We refer 
to the case of one sentenced to an extreme penalty, 
gay hanging or life imprisonment, who has not the 
Money required to pay for a record of testimony 
and the abstract thereof essential to placing his 
case before the Supreme court. 
_ It is true the right of appeal is frequently abused 
and the process of review used to postpone and 
evade justice. But that is to be dealt with directly 
and it is not really relevant to the matter we are 
discussing. Our system of justice supposes equal- 
ity before the law, and while this cannot be real- 
ized completely, we think every perso: convicted 
of a serious crime and sentenced to an extreme 
penalty should be assured a review of his case by 
the highest tribunal of appeal. He should not be 
deprived of such review because his pocket is 
empty. At present the cost of taking down testi- 
mony and of abstracting it as well as minor costs 
of appeal must be borne by.the defendant and if 
he cannot pay his case is not reviewed. The trial 
court will appoint an attorney to speak for him but. 
there is no provision for assisting him to a review. 
We think this ineohsistent and improper. Our 
administration of the criminal law needs other 
corrections more than this one. It needs more 
safeguards against the escape of the guilty than 
it has developed, more expedition and certainty in 
punishment. Nevertheless, we think every crim-! 
inal, however abandoned, should have the oppor. 
tunity in fact as well as in theory to have his case 
reviewed and should not be foreclosed of that op- 
portunity because he is penniless. aa?

In September, 1920, Dr. Nelson told 
the American Public Health association : 
“If present conditions continue, the 
greater part of the United States will 
be cradled in a septic tank. The oyster 
is an index of this increasing contami- 
nation.” He spoke especially of the 
oyster waters of Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, and New York. Rew Jersey and 
Delaware and Maryland were next to 
suffer, he said. 

In 1923 there was an oyster epidemic 
in Evanston and vicinity, as proved by 
Drs. Roome, Winner, and other health 
officers in that vicinity. A representa- 
tive of the Illinois department of health 
went to Wawthington and to Maryland 
to find out more about oyster produc- 
tion and marketing. 

He reported that so far as the oyster 
waters in that vicinity were concerned 
they were fairly safe. The same could 
not be said of clam waters. So far as 
the methods of gathering and marketing 
oysters were concerned, especially 
shucked oysters, they were far from 
safe. The practices of handling in the 
shucked oyster business were far below 
the standards proved necessary in the 
handling: of milk and other foods com- 
monly eaten raw. 

The Illinois food commissioner and 
health director took action, but until the 
outbreak of this epidemic the oyster 
people had not taken steps to meet the 
réquirements, At the time the Passaif 
sewage project was under discussion and 
passing through the courts the harm to 
oysters was frequently stated. There

HOW ABOUT A GAME CENSUS? 

OME gun clubs located along the 

Illinois river have made it a Drac- 

tice to report the amount of game 

killed by their members. This is 
an excellent plan, one that the state 
should take up so that every year we 
would have a game census and an an- 
nual report of game killed by cvery 
hunter. Such a plan, now in operation 
in several states, requires every hunter 
to tell what he killed during the course 
of the season and gives the game and 
fish department a pretty good idea of 


how the wild life of the state is faring 
under existing laws. 


According Ao figures reaching us, 
members of the Swan Lake Gun club 
on the Illinois river shot 7,162 ducks 
during the season just closed. Another 
club, the Kewanee, killed 1,478 birds. 
Ten other clubs have “scores” that 
put them between these two. When 


a group of fellows has accounted for 


7,000 ducks they can be said to have 
knocked off considerable “ boids,”” yet 
we know of one 240 acres of open 
ground near Beardstown (not a club) 
on which 4,800 ducks were shot during 
a season.
